The total vote cast in Hopkins 
county shows great gains by the 
Republicans since 1896 and a 
falling off of the Democratic vote. 
The only Democratic rooster that 
has been called upon to crow was 
pulled off his dusty perch to head 
a column entitled "Old Hopkins 
Redeemed," in the Hustler yes- 
terday. The way old Hopkins 
is redeemed, from a Democratic, 
standpoint, is a caution. 

The redemption comes in the 
way of a largely increased Re- 
publican voto and the falling off 
of the straight Democratic' vote 
in the totals pulled this year as 
compared with 1896. The vote 
Hopkins gives Yerkes is 8,055, 
which compared with the vote 
for McKinley in 1896, 2,457, is a 
gain of 680 for the B a fa blioana.

No matter what one's political

The partial settlement of the great 
anthracite miners' strike, has given 
employment again to thousands of 
miners, and it is upon them the 
cruel burdens of a strike rest the 
heaviest. 
When election day comes, miners 
i well as other laborers, are taught 
the important lesson of looking out 
for their rights as voters, when the 
legality of their vote is questioned 
by the election officers. 

Four new corporations have lately 
been organized in Missouri for the 
development of lead, tine ai.d coal 
mines.

3ive to continued firmness in 
the price of bituminous coal is the 
is the fact that anthracite prices 
will be high during the entire winter, 
conservative anthracite coal ship- 
pers take this view of the situation. 
The high prices therefore of anthra- 
cite will deter many of the concerns 
who were fo.ced to use the bitumin- 
ous article during the strike period 
from returning to it. And there are 
thers who will continue usi ig bitu- 
minous coal, finding it very consid- 
erably cheaper and becoming accua- 
> its uncleanliness 
with anthracite. The for- 
eign trade in coal is also becoming; a 
factor in the trade, the exports, for 
the nine months of the present year 
showing an increase over the same 
period of last year, of almo 
million tons. The export trade will 
become more aid more a quantity 
hich will have to be considered in 
the trade, as it is inevitably des- 
tined to reach much larg< 
tions than at present. Ocean freight 
rates will finally come down to. a 
stable and reasonable basis. Indi- 
cations even now are pointing in 
that direction. The advancing prices 
of desirable coal tracts In West Vir- 
ginia, Alabama, Kentucky and other 
Southern States are following the 
lead of Pennsylvania, where prices 
of coal tracts seored a stiff advance 
two years ago, and have been keep- 
ing it up ever since. The coke trade 
has struck its usual presidential pre- 
election dullness, the steel and iron 
trade holding off until the contest is 
decided. But under the 
stances it is holding up remarkably 
well, and no further cut in prices 
has materialized. Connelsville fur- 
coke is being firmly quoted at 
$2.00 and outside cokes $1 .60 and $1 .75.

One expedition under the 
authority of Engineer Nilson has 
been very successful and has opened 
up some mines on the Ice Fiord, 
which will be put in operation next 
year. The party brought back with 
them about 1,000 hectolitres of coal 
which Is stated to be of excellent 
quality. The coal strata are above 
the sea level, and three of them are 
from six to nine feet deep. Furnace 
coal is reported to have been found 
in Oreen Harbor, at the entry of the 
Ice Fiord. The deposits are de- 
scribed as so rich that they will be 
sufficient to supply the whole de- 
land of Northern Norway for an 
nlitnited period. The facilities for 
export are good but it wlU be neces- 
sary to load cargo by lighter, and 
the piers must be removed before the 
winter sets in to prevent their de- 
struction by the Ice.

Prompt Assistance Rendered by 'Them 
it uaiveston. 

The popular belief that large 
corpor^itfons are relentless under 
a^' circumstances where profits 
are at stake, has received a grati- 
fying "shock" in so far as the 
attitude of the railroads aince 
the Galveston storm is concerned 
the fallowing will show : 
Mefrning Post, Raleigh, N. C : 
The Concord Tribune says : 

We have all heard a great 
deal about the corporations being 
soulless. This may be true. They 
are at least stern business insti- 
tutions. What we want to say 
that when a disaster of the 
Galveston nature comes the peo- 
ple are absolutely at the mercy 
of the corporations, and in a 
measure look to them for relief. 
Just now the railroad, express 
and telegraph companies are 



large business interests there, 
and suffer from a financial stand- 
point, but it is due these com 
panics, soul or no soul, to Bay 
they can and do do a great good 
when there is suffering to be re- 
lieved." 

This is true and just. But for 
the prompt generosity of these 
corporations in such emergencies, 
the suffering would be multiplied 
many fold. And it is Hot onl; 
the promptness with which the; 
respond, but the free transporta 
tion of supplies and all things 
necessary to alleviate the suffer- 
ing, whether provided by govern- 
mental or individual charity, 
that deserves commendation. It 
costs as much to run trains for 
such occasions as i,t does to run 
similar trains for profit. Yet 
there is not a railroad company 
or an express or telegraph com- 
pany in the land that would not 
be and has not been prompt to 
render every such service that 
the emergency could call for 
without price. When the Phila- 
delphia Press intimated the 
other day that it had nurses and 
medical supplies and a trainload 
of provisions for Galveston, these 
things had scarcely been gathered 
together before the Southern had 
rain of cars and comfortable 
coaches at the Quaker City depot 
and so soon as all could be loaded 
and gotten aboard was speeding 
through the South, with absolute 
right-of-way trackage, on its 
mission of mercy. It is due to 
say that either of the other great 
systems reaching into the South 
would have cheerfully performed 
the same service to the extent of 



i cnariiy, as wen as enw 
f are the objects of special 
assault and oppression by the 
little souls who constitute the 
demagogue element of society 
When these corporations are not 
cut down in their traffic receipts 
to the lowest limit, they are 
singled out for burdensome, un- 
usual and unequal taxation, thus 
cutting them both ways. And if 
they object to being thus robbed 
they are held up constantly 
enemies of the people.
